Act pfovides that the Comission shall receive and deter-

mine. in accordance with applicable substantive law, including internatioral

law, fhe amount and validity of claims by nationals of the United States
against the'GOVerﬁment of Cuba arising since January 1, 1959 for

losses resulting from the natiohalization, expropria-

tion,. intervention or other taking of, or special meas-

ures directed against, property including any rights

or interests therein owned wholly or partially, directly

or indirectly at the time by nationals of the Uhltei

States.

Section 502(1)(B) of the Act defines the term "mational of the United

States" as a corporation or other legal entity which is bfganized under the

laws of the United States, or of any State, the District of Columbia, or the

States own, directly or indirectly, 50 per centum or more of the outstanding
capital stock or other beneficial interest of such corporation or entity,

Documentation submitted to the Commission by Inter American Industries,
Inc, reflects that Inter American Industries, Inc, was incorporated under the
laws of the State of Delaware and that over 50 per centum of the capital stock

.of said corporation is owned by Uﬁited States citizens, which would qualify it
as a United States national within the purview of Section 502(1) (B) of the Act,

Section 505(a) of the Act provides that
A claim under section 203(a) of this title
based upon an ownership interest in any
corporation, association, or other entity
- which is a national of the United States
shall not be considered , , . .

The Commission concludes that since this claim is based on a stock
interest in a corporation which qualifies as a United States national, the
Commission is precluded, under Section 505(a) of the Act, from considering
this claim, See Claim of Mary F. Sonnenberg, Claim No. CU-0014, 25 FCSC Sem-
iann, Rep., 48 [July~Dec. 1966]), Accordingly, this claim is hereby denied.
